Al¬ 
though the problems may 
change, assume different 
forms and shapes, man’s 
ability to face and overcome 
them has never diminished. 
We still have the opportun¬ 
ity We have always had to 
fulfill our ambitions.

Today is August 5, just a 
hop, skip and a jump away 
from the start of the 1965- 
66 school year. ’The rush to 
get in the final days of vaca¬ 
tion, secure clothing for the 
opening day of school Is the 
paramount thinking of every 
family.

While smog control offi¬ 
cials are on record express¬ 
ing official “satisfaction” 
with the 1965 smog legisla¬ 
tion, a sampling of private 
views indicates experts in 
the field are anything but 
pleased. As one executive 
said of the widely-heralded 
Collier Bill, “I feel like a 
man who sat down for tur¬ 
key dinner and got hash in¬ 
stead.” 

For all the publicity about 
doubling the California Pa¬ 
trol force and requiring ex¬ 
haust and crankcase con¬ 
trols on both new and old 
cars, when you get through 
with the “if’s,” “when’s,” 
and "providing’s” of this bill, 
there is very little to cheer 
about. 

For instance, while the bill 
does require exhaust control 
systems on 1966 models this 
fall, it unfortunately pro¬ 
vides for no state-controlled 
annual maintenance of these 
devices. This omission not 
only threatens to blunt the 
benefits to cleaner air, but 
could result in serious en¬ 
gine malfunctions. 

More important, the prime 
source of smog, our old car 
population, was hardly af¬ 
fected by this legislation. 

The law states that ve¬ 
hicles back to 1965 models 
in smog counties will be re¬ 
quired to install crankcase 
devices only when cars are 
sold or transferred; further¬ 
more, these same vehicles 
may be required to install 
exhaust controls provided 
the devices cost no more 
than $65, and when two or 
more such controls are ap¬ 
proved by the Motor Vehicle 
Pollution Control Board. 

Taking into account the 
effect of the qualifying 
words above, what this real¬ 
ly means is that; 

1. Out of our 10 million 
cars, only 200,000 transfer¬ 
red vehicles will be equipped 
with crankcase devices each 
year; 

2. None will be equipped 
with exhaust devices. (Man- 
facturers, who have already 
incurred serious losses on 
devices due to vascillation 
of the smog laws, are show¬ 
ing no inclination to develop 
still more devices.) 

As to the doubling of the 
California Highway Patrol, 
this will have little to do 
with the checking of smog 
devices (as one might sup¬ 
pose) instead, the additional 
officers will be used mostly 
to conduct an automobile 
safety check program long 
favored by Senator Collier. 

As a consistent supporter 
of the strongest possible 
legislation in the war on 
smog, I certainly share the 
views of our disappointed 
smog officials. ”010 only way 
I can see to rescue this

Thyme, one learns, was used 
by the ancient Greeks In 
their Mt. Hymettus honey. A 
deep blue Ewer, 700-800 A.D., 
is displayed, originally from 
Persia. The long brown va¬ 
nilla, one learns, is best 
when it comes from our 
neighbor, Mexico. At one 
time, the peppercorn was 
sold one at a time. From In¬ 
donesia these peppercorns 
are grown. The Cayenne, In¬ 
troduced by Columbus to 
Europe, Is a native of Cen¬ 
tral America. The Laurel or 
Bay leaves are grown in 
Turkey, Yugoslavia, Portugal 
and (jreece. 

One will find the Nut¬ 
cracker amusing. It Is of 
wood, carved by the Dutch, 
the design representing gar¬ 
rulous old people. One finds, 
also, a lovely tea strainer, 
silver, of Dutch origin. 'The 
design is often used today. 
A pepper and nut chopper 
from Bali made of silver is 
quite different. The nutmeg, 
a native of Molucca Islands 
of Indonesia, is a favorite 
spice. Allspice is the fruit of 
the pimiento tree, belonging 
to the Myrtle family. Cin¬ 
namon in a pewter bowl. 
Coriander comes mostly from 
Mexico, where it is called 
“Cilantro.” Then, the Cum¬ 
min, a dwarf plant, is a na¬ 
tive of Egypt and of Syria. 
Salt is charmingly displayed 
In a jade cup placed upon 
a black carved base with a 
tiny salt spoon. The indis¬ 
pensable salt is enhanced by 
being shown in jade green. 

One looks, perhaps, twice 
at the five measuring cups 
of English pewter which 
were a pecessary part of the 
early kitchen, and one may 
reflect on the impact of that 
early kitchen on world trade.

affect over 20,000 firms 
whose monthly taxable sales 
exceed $17,000, Richard Ne- 
vins, ^uthern California 
Member of the State Board 
of Equalization, disclosed. 

The use tax was extended 
August 1 to include an esti¬ 
mated annual total of 370,- 
000 sales among private 
parties for autos, trucks, 
trailers, boats and airplanes. 

Boat and aircraft buyers 
will pay 4 per cent tax 
based on the selling price to 
the Board of Equalization. 
The Department of Motor 
Vehicles will collect the 4 
per cent ta.x on licensed ve¬ 
hicles, including house and 
utility trailers, according to 
Nevins. 

"Also, firms which lease 
vehicles, computers, office 
machines, building equip¬ 
ment and other tangible per¬ 
sonal property may have to 
alter their reporting prac¬ 
tices. The law, generally 
speaking, will require them 
now to pay tax on the 
rentals unless the property 
has been asquired by the 
lessor on a ‘tax-paid’ basis.” 

But, Nevins said, “new 
provisions on leases are too 
varied to outline here. Per¬ 
sons affected should contact 
the nearest Board office for 
clarification.” 


Merchants whose monthly 
transactions subject to sales 
and use tax exceed $17,000 
for either of the first two 
months in a calendar quar¬ 
ter will be required to pre¬ 
pay 90 per cent of state taxes 
due by the 25th of the next 
month. 

The first prepayment will 
apply to August sales and 
will be due September 25. 
Firms involved will be given 
specific instructions before 
the due date, Nevins said. 

Private party sales of 
autos, boats, trailers and 
airplanes will be exempt if 
the seller is the parent, 
grandparent, child or spouse 
of the buyer. 

Retail sales regulations 
involving dealers remain 
unchanged by the revisions. 
They will continue to col¬ 
lect 4 per cent tax on sales. 

Nevins estimated private 
party sales annually of 
autos at about 300,000; trail¬ 
er sales at 35,000; boat own¬ 
ership changes at 30,000; 
and, 5,000 airplanes being 
sold among private parties 
each year. 

Revisions in the Sales and 
Use Tax law were designed 
to provide about $105 million 
to balance the state’s bud¬ 
get.

Sierra Madre 
Ranks ZOfh 
In Sales 

Jingling cash registers in 
Sierra Madre In the last fis¬ 
cal year rang up $59,601 for 
city services and the county 
total was $122,813,473 — 
their share of a seven per 
cent gain In local sales and 
•use taxes In California. 

Richard Nevins, Southern 
California member of the 
State Board of Equalization, 
also disclosed recently that 
virtually all of the counties 
showed substantial gains 
over the 1963-64 year. 

Local sales and use tax 
allocations for the year end¬ 
ing June 30 to other cities 
in Los Angeles County were: 
Arcadia, $710,532; Monrovia, 
$675,142; Pasadena, $3,377,- 
224;; Rosemead, $199,713; 
San Dimas, $57,776; San 
Marino, $137,311. 

Sierra Madre ranked 70th 
in 79 cities reporting. 

Nevins said the $301.5 
million total was about $19 
million above the 1963-64 
year and indicated “general 
economic health in Califor¬ 
nia.” 

The one per cent levy pro¬ 
duced $239.4 million for the 
cities, $43 million for the 
counties and nearly $19 mil¬ 
lion for the city and county 
of San Francisco. 

Nevins noted that hlsT I 
eight Southern California! | 
counties matched the state 
gain of seven per cent, with 
Ventura leading at 13 per 
cent and Orange next at 12 
per cent.
